Bt. Louls County negro, for the purpose of 
blowing up transit company bridges and 
cars, and who called at Crosby's house to 
TFeceive the explosive on the night of 
June 16. 

Jack Haneon, the transit company detec- 
tive, who answered the description of the 
man who arranged to buy the dynamite, 
was taken before Crosby by city detectives 
Wednesday night. Crosby said he was not 
the man. 

Crosby said that Hanson looked a goad 
deal like the man in question, but that he 
Was somewhat taller. Hanson is a 6-footer. 

Crosby said that he recognized Hanson 
as aman whom he had seen frequently on 
the cars of the Midland divigian, but he de- 
clared that he had never seen Hanson at 
the farmhouse. 

On the other hand, Hanson said that he 
had been at the farmhouse with Farrand, 
Cunningham and McCready, other transit 
Getectives, Saturday night, June 16, on 
which occasion Orra F. Havill, another 
transit cetective, was sleeping in the house 
awaiting the appearance of the man who 
had arranged to come for the dynamite. 
Hanson admitted that he and McCready 
stood for awhile under the big tree west 
of the house, and then walked around in 
front and passed by the window, where the 
Negro e.t smoking.

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STONE TALKS ON 
SILVER QUESTION, 


Specific Declaration for 16 to 
1 Not Necessary. 


PARTY’S PRINCIPLE IS KNOWN. 


REAFFIRMATION OF CHICAGO 
PLATFORM WILL SUFFICE. 


Takes the View That Renewed Profes- 
sion of Faith in the Proposition 
Might Divert Attentfon From 
Militarism and Imp@ialism. 


William J. Stone, national 
committeeman for Miseourl, Thursday 
made a statement to the Post-Dispatch in 
which he embodted his views on the free 
coinage issue as it Is presented in connec- 
tion with the comihg declaration of the 
Democratic party at Kansas City. 

He declares that he knows of no good 
reason why the platform should contain a 
specific declaration for the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, but he says 
he is indifferent to it, and does not believe 
it makes much difference whether the plat- 
form merely reaffirms the Chicago declara- 
tion or repeats it word for word. To the 
Post-Dispatch Gov. Stone ealid: 

‘I have not discussed the platform or any 
of its provisions with prominent leaders of 
the party, and do not know their views, 
but so far as the silver question is con- 
cerned I do not think it is important wheth- 
er the platform contains a general reaf- 
firmation of the Chicago platform or 
whether it contains a repetition of that 
platform. The issue has been raised by Re- 
publican and gold Democratic organs for 
the purpose of making it appear, in the 
event that 16 to 1 is nut specifically men- 
tioned, that the party has retre: ited from 
its position in 1896; and in the event that 
it is specifically mentioned, they hope to 
fix the attention of the country exclusively 
upon the silver issue,in order to direct at- 
tention away from the issues of imperial- 
ism and militarism that have grown out of 
the present administration. 

“I do not care a snap of my 
the assau.ts of these papers, 
know their motives so well; I do not be- 
lieve that sensibie men wif be confused 
by any such talk. 

“The free coinage of silver has been 
fixed as a Democratic principle. It was so 
established by the fight whith culminated 
at Chicago in 1895. It was a feal issue then 
and it won, and became‘a cardinal Demo- 
cratic doctrine. 

Now, it seems to me to De immaterial] 
whether the eoinage plank fm the Chicago 
piatform of 1896 is repeated in its exact 
phraseology in the platforf® of this vear. 
or whether the platform to be adopted at 
Kansas City shall merely reaffirm and re- 
indorse the declarations contained in the 
platform of 189.

That is a gen- 
eral reaffirmation, including everything, 
and it is as binding upon the party and 
every member of it as though we adopted a 
platform in which we repeated the three 
planks mentioned. The only difference is 
that in the latter case the platform would 
contain a vast amount of surplusage. 

“I do not. think it necessary that Demo- 
crats who fought and won the great battie 
for silver in 1896 and the three years pre- 
-eding should every time they meet cross 
their hearts, roll their eyes and swear by 
once that they are still ar- 
dently and devotedly in favor of free silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. It may be that

LONDON, June 28.—The world has 
to depend on rumor in regard to the 
fate the supposed exiles from the 
Chinese capital. It is generally accept- 
ed that. they have been compelled - to 
leave Pekin, but whether coastwards, 
under a Chinese escort, or as hostages 
on the way to the possible new capital, 
their plight must excite the gravest 
anxiety, as even’ if they are in the care 
of a Chinese escort this is hardly con- 
sidered a good guarantee of the safety 
of “foreign devils” in a country swarm- 
ing with their most virulent enemies. 

A telegram from Jardine, Mattheson &

Some time aro the Post-Dispatch presented its readers with 
@ beautiful colored lithograph, showing the making of the first 
American flaz by Betsy Ross. Since then the “American Flag 
House and Betsy Ross Memorial Association of Pennsylvania, 
has done a splendid work towards keeping the memory of 
Betsy Ross perpetually green by raising a fund for the pur- 
chase of the house at 230 Arch street, Philadelphia, ‘n which 
the flag was mace. 

The fund, to which 3120 Missourians have’ subscribed, 
amounts to over $18,000, having grown at the rate of $1000 a 
month since the Association was formed in December, 1898. It 
will take $25,000 to buy the Flag House, and the Association 
has a bright prospect of doing it. When bought, the property 
is to be turned over to the United States Government, to be 
held as a sacred relic for the American people.

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A CRISIS IN CO-EDUCATION 


That Wesleyan University has resolved to admit only 20 
female students to 100 male students is startling. But the 
friends of co-education will be even more astounded to learn 
that this action is not due to sentiment, but necessity, it 
having been found that young men will not enter a univer- 
sity where women are given an equal chance. 

If this condition holds good with other colleges, it is due tc 
one of two things; either the standard of education at co-" 
educational institutions is lowered by the presence of fe- 
male students, or there is an impression abroad that such 
is the case.

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SWINTON ON TRUSTS. 


John Swinton, the well-known writer on economic topics, 
has prepared a series of articles on trusts for the Post- 
Dispatch, the first of which appeared in Wednesday's issue. 
Mr. Swinton is a veteran New York journalist who for many 
years has devoted his talents to the elucidation of labor and 
social questions. He is an incisive writer and keen observer. 
He handles the trusts without gloves. 

In his first article Mr. Swinton speaks of the trust in the- 
ory. He believes that order and economy in industry are 
goods things. The organization of production and distribu- 
tion is to him highly desirable. 

But he hastens to add that the trust, as at present formed 
and managed, is undemocratic and baneful tin effect. They 
are in the main “arbitrary monopolies. They ride the stulti- 
fied masses and bleed them.” Of the manner in which trusts 
are formed, he speaks as follows

SUMMER CARE 


OF THE BABY.

for every mother, especially if the 

child has to be weaned at the age 
of a few weeks, or even a few months, for 
it is a well-recognized fact that “bottle 
babies’’ do not thrive as those that are 
nursed; and yet weaning and the subse- 
quent bottle may be rid of half their ter- 
rora and all their dangers if great care and 
wisdom be shown, and if the mother takes 
the time she would have given to nursing 
the child to preparing its food and attend- 


ing to the bottles herself instead of lettin 
any one who wants to lend a willing nant 
stick a bottle in the child’s mouth when : 
cries 

The fall of the year is the best time to 
wean a child, when the cool weather lessens 
any danger of summer complaint, and the 
idea] age is nine months; but babies, as a 
rule, do not live up ideals; therefore, no 
mother can follow any set rule, but must 
act upon general principles and use all the 
common sense ehe has and an infinite 
amount ef care. 

The first principle of weaning is not to 
do it suddenly 

When a mother sees the time looming up 
she should begin to give the child two or 
three teaspoonfuls of some food once a 
day for several days. If it has no ill effect 
give him one meal a day for a week, oma 
watch the result. If in any way this one 
meal disagrees with him stop it for a few 
days and then try it again, making it a 
little thicker or th.nner. After a few trials 
it will probably agree, then increase the 
amount one meal every three days until 
the child is fully weaned. 

In order to make the cow's milk as much 
like mother’s milk as possible it must al- 
ways be combine! with some water, cream 
and sugar, but each mother will have to 
experiment carefully to get the propor- 
tion sulted to her child's stomach and age. 

An average proportion for a six months’ 
child is one part cream, two parts milk 
and two parts water. Six meals of seven 
or elght ounces each will make about a 
quart and a half pint a day. To prepare 
this, measure a half pint of cream, one 
pint each of water and full cream milk, 
and a tablespoonful of powdered sugar, 
and heat the mixture unti] it steame, to 
kill the germs that are always present. 
Bettle it in a hermetically sealed milk bot- 
tle and set it on the ice until it ts needed.
